The pocket battleship Admiral 
Graf Spee and the cruisers Excter, 
Ajax and Achilles are anchored a 
few miles apart after the biggest and 
most dramatic naval ‘battle of the 
European’ war—a_ two-day running 
fight in which the Admiral Graf Spee 
and the Exeter were damaged. 


The Admiral Graf Spec tost 36 men 
killed and 60 wounded, The Excter's 
castaltles have not yet been revealed, 

OMcial sources report the Admiral 
Graf Spee was hit three times on 
the Captain's bridge, officers’ mess 
room, und powder room. Her Cap- 
tain is reported to have been wound- 
ed in the arm, 

It ds also reported that the Exeter 
sustained one direct hit,

At this cection of the front in the 
Warndt Forest the French penetrated 
deepest. This was jlustrated when 
our car stopped and French soldiers 
told us of a feat of arms performed 
the previous day by one of their com- 
radesi-—- : 

“One of our boys, Private Thome- 
ret, was corrying on 
coffee. He had n. subemachine gun 
over his shoulder, but never dreamed 
of meeting uny Germans because he 
was at the edge of his own camp, | 

‘Great Activity’ 

“Suddenly he saw twenty yards 
away a file of about forty men. He 
was about to hai} them when he saw 
they were Germans, At the same 
moment the Germans saw him. 

“While he was renching for his 
gun they knocked down our boy and 
wounded him in four places.

Members of the House of Commons wore most 
elated at what the Premier called “gallant action” 
against the Admiral Graf Spee.— United Press, 


London, Dee. 14, 

- An account of the naval battle with 
the Adnilral Graf Spee was given by 
Mr, Chamberlain. in. the House of 
Commons this afternoon when he 
reviewed the progress of the war.’ 

Mr. Chamberlain sald, “Shortly 
tifter @ a.m, yesterday Commodore 
Harwood on the Ajax reported that 
he. was in contact with a German 
pocket battleship, Thereupon, with 
the Exeter and Achilles, he attacked 
the enemy who made off jn the 
dlrectlon of Montevideo, : 

"During the’ action, which was of 
tu severe character, the Exeter re- 
ceived, damnge which ‘reduced her 
speed and forced her to drop out of 
the fight. ; 

"The two six-inch cruisers con-

Mr. Chamberlain referred to the

The only exception {s that of Fanling 
Catering where profits probably do 
not altogether cover overheads In- 
eluding linen, crockery, servants, cic. 
Of course food and conl priccs were 
slightly but steadily on the increase 
and this may be expected to continuc. 
It may be necessary, therefore, to 
make n alight increase in the cost of 
meals though your Committce would 
do so only after the most careful con- 
sideration and on ‘the grounds that 
it could not economically be avoided. 

I may mention in passing that con- 
siderable stocks of Nqugr. were pur- 
chased before the new dutics came

Remarkable War Zone 
-Seenes Described

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES IN THE FIELD,. 
Dec. 14 (UP).—The busiest corner in Europe is the tight 
‘spot where Luxembourg lies in a wide no-man’s land 


between the French and 


German armies. 

On both sides and in between 
the Hnes, smoke pours. from 
. factory atacka ag‘the Lorraine, 
Ruhr and Luxembourg iron and 
stec] mills work night and day, 
despite the massed” presence of 


rival armies, 

Since the start of the war, not one 
hour of worl tas been lost in the 
small reglon where more than half of 
Europe's steel ts made. Here fs the 
chlef source of munitions, guns and 
danks with which the rival armies are 
stocking. 

Wading through deep red mad 
under tho downpours of rain day 
ofler dny, I covered the entire 
France-Luxembourf border during 
an Inspection of the French frontier 
defences. 

No Luxembourg Defences 

Nowhere did J sce a single Luxem~ 
bourg defence position or a roldier 
neross the frontier, nor’ were there 
any fndications that the citizens of 
the tiny Duchy will try to defend 
themselves and the integrity of thelr 
State if (he German armies should 
repent the 1914 Invasion. 

But everywhere I saw signs of 
intense activity on both sides of the 
frontier, where iron and steel produc~ 
tlon has been kept up to the maximum 
achedule, 

The largest of the mills are within 
rifle shot of the French frontler de- 
fenees outside Luxembourg and the 
stecl town of Egch, which out- 
Pittsburgh’s even Pittsburgh for 
soot, 

The drizzling rain holds soot and 
smoke Inn thick fog over the whole 
Alzctto Valicy as the Bossomor plants 
turn ont high-grade armour-plate 
gicel from ore, which at this point 
Is merely scraped from the surface of

shovels. 

Ore In Abundanco 

Coal renches the Alzctte Valley 
amills from the Saar, and there is still 
a century's supply of ore within a few 
hundred yards of the blast furnaces.

There can, be little question ead: to reprisals, He may prefer *

The British decision to re- 
taliate to the mining of tho seas 
by seizing all German exports 
is a direct blow at the heart of 
the Nazi regime.

Germany will be, deprived of 
foreign exchange at the time 
when she needy it most. She hag 
been living from hand to mouth 
through lack of credit for a long:

She will not be able to buy 
those essential raw materials 
which 'she requires. Granted 
that she has stocks of food and 
certain raw materials, there are 
still other commodities she needs 
to wage a long war. Now she 
will not be able to get them. 


She .will have less money to 
spend on propaganda in foreign 
eapitals, which hag been an im- 
portant feature of Nazi shock 
tactics.
